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PROLOSUE 


This issue of the Anarchist Information Bulletin concerning the events that 
occur in Greece (ANARCHIST Information Bulletin on Greece) includes, with 
chronological order, the events that happenned between the 1st of January and 
the 31st of July 1992. 

We do believe that the presented, in this bulletin, events, along with the 
already presented in the last issue, are able to contribute to the shaping of 
a gratifying picture, concerning the events occuring in Greece during the last 
two years and are important for the social liberating struggle against the 
state and the capitalism, of course from the anarchist view. 

We will continue, in all the issues of this Bulletin, to follow the method 
of presentation of events with their accurate chronological order because we 
estimate that, with this way, information will be functional and aggregate. 

For now, there is no capability for more frequent sending of this 
informative material, in order to realize a more direct carriage of 
information and events that happen in Greece, to comrades and groups of 
abroad. 

We wish that in the future we will overcome these "difficulties". 

Concerning the anarchist activities and the social events, they continue to 
develop and take action with an important way, as always. 

The current situation is characterized by the remarkable contribution of 
unions and syndicats to the plans of state and capitalism, making the 
oppressed people inactive and guiding them to follow paths, traced by the 
dominators. 

Nevertheless, the activities of parts of the society that are uncontrolled 
by the state, the parties, the syndicats and by all the ramifications of 
sovereignity, are developed many times with intensity and with a struggling 
character. . 

This fact, which has been anticipated long ago, does not take us away from 
the struggling and anti- state social process. In the contrary, it gives us 
the chance to contribute, with a functional way, to the development of the 
social struggle.

JANUARY '92 


1- 10 - K. Mazokopos sends a letter to the newspapers from the prison, in 
which he sets upon the minister of Public Order about the torture (and 
specially in the case of K. Mazokopos) the authority uses, in order to wipe 
out, supress, sling mud and slander the social struggle and the social 
activists. The letter ends as follows: "As long as people, like him (the 
Minister), continue to be puzzled about the fact that the dominating political 
"course" does not find the levelling impression which they anticipate, as long 
as they continue to be annoyed with the existence of pockets of social 
resistance against the choices of the new- liberal class, the institutions and 
state mechanisms of every manner -which they totally impose-, this means that 
the society of the people can and must continue to hope." 

1- 11 - An arson takes place in an under construction silo, belonging to 
the state (KYDEP), in the port of Heraklion, Crete, by "Groups of 
Alikarnassos' residents" (according to the harbour- master's office), some 
hours after a march against this construction, for reasons of environmental 
surcharge. 

1- 13 - Two bombs by "Popular Revolt" in Thessaloniki against the 
represantations of the companies AEG and MIELE. Some dominators, asked about, 
give the conclusion that “it is a provocation concerning the situation in the 
Balkans". Investigations in houses and producings of suspects come after the 
explosions, like in Tassos Darvenis' who was active during the anti- 
dictatorship struggle, in the offices of the Union of Anarchists of 
Thessaloniki, and in the house of the anarchist Dimitris Voglis. ; 

1- 15 - In an effort to impress, after three robberies in the post offices 
of Vilia, Avlona, N. Peramos, cops materialize a big pogrom against gipsies' 
encampment. in Aspropyrgos (60 people are adduced in the local police 
stations). 

1- 15 - An Accusation- Announcement, of the Union of Anarchists of 
Thessaloniki and of the Initiative of Anarchists, states: "The invasions in 
the houses of activists, as well in the offices of the Union of Anarchists of 
Thessaloniki, after the bomb act of "Popular Revolt", consist a part of a plan 
which is out to the frontal attack of the state against all the acts and the 
activists, who remain undamaged from the wave of assimilation and submission 
to the "new order of the things" and to the contempotary middle Age". 

1- 16 - Successive explosions and escape of toxical- mortal gases (equal 
with the spraying of 20,000,000 square metters) by the furtilizer industry of 
Drapetsona, spread fear to the residents, of the poor neighbours of the area, 
who, besides, live everyday in the arms of death since their birth, 

1- 16 - The. court- martial of Rouf imposes 1 year in prison with 3 years 
respite to the total denier of the army Pavlos Nathanail. After the judgement 
Nathanail declares: "The regime of political hostage, which took action in 
Maziotis' affair, is repeated now. We continue the struggle for the 
achievement of the right to deny the military service. I believe that no court 
can penalize and control consciousness. And mine dictates me to deny to kill 
by order or to serve violence mechanisms". 

1- 17 - The anarchist Dimitris Spiridonides sends a letter to the 
newspapers, after a systematic supervision by security police and the 
"anti- terrorist service of the state". The letter announces an abduction of 
him in the center of Athens in 1/15/92, threats to relatives of him, invasion 
and search in the house of his mother in 12/20/91 after an "anonymus 
accusation about suspicious persons, explosives etc", as the cops say every 
time, undergoing of his mother to examination, in 12/23/91, with subject the 
search of evidents concerning the armed clash between the police and unknown 
people, in the quarter of Sepolia in 11/19/91. The letter ends: "Because I 
don't have any intention to participate, by any way, in the sickly and without 
any basis inquiries of the Confrontation Service of Special Violence Crimes 
(YAEEB) against me, I denied to give any information about my life, exactly 


because I do not accept to play the role of "suspect". 

1- 20 - 4 Turkish and Kurdish refugees, DEV- SOL's suppotrers, declare, in 
a letter, that they "prefer to die inspite of being informers". They also 
dennounce their arrest, by 1/16/92, conserning an affair- ghost of placing an 
explosive mechanism, always according to the pigs, to the american consulate 
in 7/17/91, day of Bush's visit in Greece. Finally, the accusation few days 
later becomes 'molotovs' throwing, accusation that the 4 people deny. (Those 4 
activists are still [August '92] hold in custody and are threatened with 
deportation). 

1- 21 - Attacks with molotovs, by the anarchist group "Michalis Kaltezas", 
take action against the offices of N.D. (New Democracy, the governing party) 
in the suburb of Ilioupolis, which are totally destroyed and against a scout 
club in the suburb of Peristeri, “in support to the 17" of the demonstration 
of 10/24/91, which ended with the invasion of special police forces in the 
building of the Polytechnic School of Athens and who are still in jail. 

1- 22 - K. Smirneos defends himself in the criminal court about the affair 
of Kalogreza (10/1/87), which ended with the crude murder of M. Prekas by 
special supressing forces of the state: "Today the social solidarity is judged 
and the security policemen's fabrication asks for its judicial configuration 
so the person's passivity will be set off". 

1- 23 - The trial of the house occupators, of the building locaterd in the 
corner of Acharnon and Heyden st., which was violently vacated in April '90 
and reoccupated lately, is postponed. 

1- 25 - A demonstration- discussion takes place in the city of Volos, is 
organized by the Colaboration of Anarchist Groups and Individuals for Social 
Solidarity and Multiform Action and by anti- authoritarian people of the city, 
in the Room of Workers' Center of Volos. The subjects of the discussion are: 
a) Specification of social solidarity in the formed conditions of domination 
and b) The multiform action of groups and individuals in the frames of social 
resistance. The above is part of solidarity demonstations in support to K. 
Mazokopos, Chr. Marinos as well to the revolted people of 10/24/91, who are 
imprisoned. 


FEBRUARY '92 


2- 1 - The police anthropoids invade again in the shanties and tents of the 
gipsies' encampment, in Kamatero's area. A series of other invasions, by 
special forces, follows in other areas of west Attiki. 

2- 6 - A self- setting on fire of a "patient" takes place in the 
psychiatric clinic of Dafni. It's the 45 year old Michalis Marinopoulos, one 
more victim of the criminal institutions of authority. The event is one of 
those which happen frequently but seldom become known. 

2- 6 - Theodora Baki is condemned to 10 months in prison for “commendation 
of acomplishment of crimes", because, before the parliamentary elections of 
‘89, she had hung up in her balcony a banner with symbols of the Revolutionary 
Organization "17th of November". She denied to pay the fine of the sentence. 

2- 9 - A demonstration, a discussion and a concert, for solidarity to the 
18 arrested people, is organized in the "Hatziyannio" Intellectual Center of 
Larissa, by the Committee for Solidarity to the 18 people and by the Anti- 
authoritarian group of Larissa. 

2- 12 - A "storm" is created, for several days, with the appearance of 
corruption affairs concerning drug traffickers' releases by judges. It really 
is something new!! 

2- 14 - The Anarchist group "Michalis Kaltezas" takes the responsibility 
for the arson of the car of a police commissioner in the suburb of Pefki. 

2- 15 - Kl. Smirneos and Chr. Marinos are condemned in small sentences with 
the option of fine, concerning the case of Kalogreza, and are set free. 

2- 16 - The movie “TEMROK" and a discussion are organized in the theater 
"Paradise" of Koridalos' suburb, in the basis of solidarity to the 18 people, 
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arrested after the demonstration- march of 10/24/91 and the invasion of 
MAT (Order Restoration Forces) in the Polytechnic School of Athens. In the area 
of the demonstration there are banners with solidarity catchwords, tables and 
benches with anarchist and anti- authoritafian printed material and leaflets. 

This demonstration, along with others, is organized, in view of the trial 
of the 5 people -arrested during the march of 10/24/91- which starts in 
2/21/92, is organized by the Colaboration of Anarchist Groups and Individuals 
for Social Solidarity and Multiform Action and the bookstore "NIPENTHI", in 
co-ordination with the Committee for Solidarity to the 18 people. 

2- 17 - An "accident" takes place in the Island of Mitilini, during a 
military exercise of throwing grenades at a campus, by a happy- go- lucky 
ranker. Two soldiers are killed and 8 are wounded. 

2- 18 - Occupation of the rail- ways by the residents of the large village 
Avlona (some kilometers outside Athens), who are opposed to the creation of a 
rubbish dump in their area. 

2 -18 - A demonstration- meeting is organized at Spm in the Liberty Square 
of Koridalos suburb by the Colaboration of Anarchist Groups and Individuals 
for Social Solidarity and Multiform Action, the bookstore "NIPENTHI" and the 
Anti-authoritarian Committee. The meeting follows a march towards the building 
of Koridalos' Prisons where, with vibration and catchwords the people 
expresss their solidarity to the hostages of the state. 

2- 19 - A discussion is organized, by the Colaboration of Anarchist Groups 
and Individuals for Social Solidarity and Multiform Action and the Anti- 
authoritarian Committee, in a theater of the Polytechnic School of Athens, at 
6pm, in the frames of solidarity to the 18 arrested people. 

2- 20 - The workers of Neochori, Syros Island (Cyclades), start 
indefinitely occupations in the public buildings and services, opposing to 
their dismissals from the shipyard of the Island and its passing to the 
“private" capital. 

2- 20 - A demonstration, for solidarity to the 18 arrested people, is 
realized at 6pm at the area of Propilea (in front of the’ building of the 
University of Athens). The demonstration ends with a march towards the 
Polytechnic School of Athens. 

2- 21 - J. Balis and Th. Triadafilis defend themselves to the examiner, 
concerning the damage and wear in the Polytechnic School of Athens, during the 
occupation of 1990, which gave the answer, with violent- uncontrolled way, to 
the aquittal of the cop- murderer Melistas, who murdered M. Kaltezas in 
11/18/85. Both of them deny their participation in this social struggle and 
remand in custody. (The cause of this examination is the owner of a small 
writing material store who shopped on them to the police and, after continous 
communication with the cops, he said that he recognized them). 

2- 26 - The Athens' three- number Court of Appeal reduces the imprisonment 
sentences of the 5 revolted people (caught in various places, before the 
hemming of several people into the building of the Polytechnic School of 
Athens by the cops) and commutes them with the option of fine. The 5 people 
pay the price and are set free. 

2- 27 - The 5 occupators, who were arrested on June 1989, when the occupied 
building of 34, Asklipiou st. was vacated by cops, are acquitted. 

2- 28 — Two anarchists are condemned to 4 months in prison with suspension, 
because they were caught sticking up bills in the walls of a public building 
in Exarchia area. 


MARCH '92 


3- 2 - A suspended sentence of 13 months is given to the anarchist 
Thanassis Haldoupis, who is a highschool student and he was caught during the 
demonstration of 10/24/91. 

3- 5 - A demonstration is organized in the city of Katerini by the tobacco 
countrymen, protesting about the enormous quantities of their product which 
remain unsold.

3- 6 - A burglary in an army's dump is discovered in the Island of Chios 
and causes a mobilization of the army and of special anti-terrorist forces of 
the police for many days. 

3- 6 - A concert in support to Balis and Triadafilis is realized in the 
building of the Superior School of Economics of Athens (ASOE). 

3- 7 - The occupations of public buildings in the Island of Syros, 
conserning the closing of the Shipyard, are still in action but the 
characterization "occupations" has no actual meaning, since the syndicalists 
are in the head of the move and with direct communication with the police and 
the authority. 

3- 9 - Failed effort of 9 Prisoners, of St. Stefanos Prisons of Patra, to 
escape. A Kurdish prisoner, who is arrested for this effort, cuts his tongue 
with a razor, so he won't be forced to talk after the torture he knew he would 
pass from. 

3- 11 - Some people build the door and close the store of the police 
informer Nikolakopoulos, who “recognized" Balis and Triadafilis during the 
occupation of the building of the Polytechnic School of Athens in '90, action 
against the acquittal of the cop- murderer Melistas. The following is found 
written in the wall of the store: "If I really am a wall and behind me there 
is a door, then behind this door is the store of a pseudo-accuser police— 
informer, of a cunning, exploiter, counterfeiter of our history. Students of 
School of Architecture for the political action". 

3- 15 - The oil producers of Chania, Crete, close the entrances of the 
city, by placing cars' tyres and making barrigades, protesting about the low 
price of the oil. Their example is also followed by those of the Island of 
Zakynthos. At first, the Plants of the various co- ordination committees fail 
to disolve them. 

3- 16 - A "scientifically factual" announcement of the General Federation 
of Workers of Greece (ISEE), concerning the state's murders which, in the 
established world, are called "industrial" or "labor accidents", is proved in 
action very useless. Almost simultaneously it is the last day's work of a 45 
year old worker, who is crushed in a house, which he was demolishing with a 
bulldoze. The state- syndicalists, known colaborators of the capital, except 
the tidy salary, they do not aim at, nor they want, by nature, to put an end 
to the guillotines of the salaried work, because they derive their power 
exactly from the salaried and the continual exploitation of the human people. 

3- 17 - The workers' center of Syros gives mess. What is really missing, 
from the beginning of the mobilizations, is the real social struggle. 

3- 17 - The Order Restoration Forces (MAT) invade and demolish the antennas 
of the radio stations "Radio-Kibotos" and "Radio-Utopia", in Thassaloniki, and 
several people are arrested. A demonstration is realized, at 5pm, in the 
center of Thessaloniki, ending with a march, protesting against the supression 
of these alternative radio- stations. 

3- 19 - Some petty- incidents are created in the bus terminals between 
driver- strikers and an under- cover cop. 

3- 19 - A demonstration and a march are organized in support to Balis and 
Triadafilis at Propylea (area in front of the University of Athens). The two 
people start hunger- strike in 3/10 an 3/18, respectively, in order to go out 
of prison. A banner, which is hang, writes: "The hostage of Balis and 
Triadafilis must stop. Social struggle is just". People cry catchwords and 
write grafities. At the end an under- cover cop is beaten. 

3- 21 — The blockade of the city of Chania, Crete, by the oil producers, 
ends, but it continues in the Island of Zakynthos. A march takes action in the 
city of Agrinio. 

NOTICE: The mobilizations of the countrymen (as well of the workers, the 
students etc), in the present society, have no relation with the social 
struggle. Countrymen are land owners and richly rewarded, inside and outside 
the state- bourgeois co- operations. Nevertheless their mobilizations, during 
the last two years, have dynamic characteristics, while the participants are 
not the big owners but the middle (and low) parts of countrymen. 


3- 23 - The occupation of the tip Tsaggarades, Thessaloniki, by residents 
of 7 parishes around it, is the result of the pollution of the whole area by 
the use of this tip. The residents say, closing it : "The dialogue is 
finished. We will die until the time of their decision". 

3- 23 - The 450 workers of Tsaoussoglou's Tube Industry occupate the 
factory, which closes living them unemployed. 

3- 23 - Kurdish imigrants in Athens, like in other European cities, react 
in the massacre of Kurdish people in South East Turkey, during their clash 
against turkish security forces (45 dead Kurdish people during the day of New 
Roz). In Athens, at 11.30am, about 10 people attack the offices of a Turkish 
air company with stones and pieces of wood. Next, a march, organized by 
Kurdish and Turkish activists, goes towards the Turkish Embassy and the people 
clash, with stones, with the police. The glasses of two cars are broken and 5 
Kurdish are arrested. 

3- 24 - The anarchist Maria Koziri is beaten by an army officer, when she 
teared a poster of the nationalist organization "National Crussade", with the 
greek flag, Alexander the Great and the title “Anyone else, no Greek, is 
Barbarian". A group of fascists was sticking posters at the same time, a few 
meters longer, under police motorcyclists' escort. Finally, Maria Koziri is 
committed to the court for “corporal damage" against the army officer(!), 
“reliving of symbols that are useful to society" and four other accusations. 

3- 24, 25 - Stoppage of work in the Public Transportation Enterprise by the 
drivers and the technicians. 

3- 25 - The organization "Revolutionary ‘Version" "honoured" the "National 
anniversary of the 25th of March 1821" with two explosive mechanisms of 
limited power, damaging some german luxurious cars, which were ina wagon in 
the railway station of Rentis area. 

3- 27 —- The occupation in the Island of Syros ends with the continuation of 
obedience. Anyway, during the occupation there was a "brotherly relation" and 
understanding between them and the police forces. The agreement includes, 
among other things, “voluntary dismissments" and “workers' participation in 
the process of making private interprises". 

3- 27 - In Xanthi, a city in the north of Greece, a professor along with 
two female students burn a greek flag. They get caught by workers and are 
procecuted. 

3- 27 - A demonstration-march-concert, in support to Balis and Triadafilis, 
is postponed because of the rain. (It will be realized in March, 31). For the 
same reason, a demonstration in support to the young Russian anarchists 
Rodionof and Konzetschof is podtponed. (The two people were arrested ina 
demonstration in 3/12/91, in Moscow, by KGB and were condemned in prison, for 
houliganism and resistance against the authority.) The demonstration was 
organized by the Black Anarchist Cross. 

3- 28 - Tourist bus driver strikers abduct a strike-breaker in Kavalas ave, 
irom the bus which is transporting 37 french students and teachers to 
idaurus (area with an ancient theater). The bus gets immobilized, because 
the strikers burst the rubbers before they go away. 

3- 28 - A demonstration for solidarity to K. Mazokopos is organized in a 
quarter of Athens (square of Liberty, Aegaleo) by the Colaboration of 
Anarchist Groups and Individuals for Social Solidarity and Multiform Action. 
The demonstration includes slits projection, concert, banners, catchwords and 
leaflets. 

3- 30 - A 66 year old builder is killed, falling from a scaffold of the 3rd 
floor, in a quarter of Athens (Koukaki). 

3- 31 - A march is realized in support to Balis and Triadafilis, who 
continue the hunger- strike. 

3 -31 - A march is realized by Kurdish imigrants, concerning the day of New 
Roz. The march follows a demonstration in "Acropol" theater. 

3 31 - The tourist bus driver- strikers attack some strike- breakers who, 
identally, are employes of bigger bus companies. So, a strike- breaker is 
ducted from his bus, while he was driving to Korinthos city (86km away from 


Athens), living his Japaneese tourists waiting vainly. Another luxurious 
tourist bus, which was transporting students of the American College, is 
broken with iron rods. Finally, a tourist‘strike-breaker, who is driving a bus 
with french tourists, takes the "greetings", but this time the whole bus is 
abducted to "unknown direction". 


APRIL '92 


4- 3 - A march is organized by the National Students’ Union (EEE) with the 

Participation of leftists, Kurdish and Turkish regugees, towards the Turkish 
Embassy of Athens. 
. 4 4 - A solidarity manifestation in support to K. Mazokopos and to the 
revolted people who are imprisoned for the events of October 24, 25 1991, is 
organized by the Colaboration of Anarchist Groups and Individuals for Social 
Solidarity and Multiform Action, in the theater Anavros of Volos city, after 
the successful confrontation of fascist- Pig anthropoids. The manifestation 
includes a concert, tables and benches with anarchist printed material and 
hangout of banners. Also graffities are written in the area. 

4- 5 - During the day of elections for the 2nd Constituency of Athens, some 
anarchists hang out banners, writing: "IF ELECTIONS WERE CHANGING THINGS THEY 
WOULD BE ILLEGAL", AND "THE PATRONS ARE THE SAME, RIGHT OR LEFT. SPOILT BALLOT 
PAPER, ABSTENTION". 

4- 6 - Two 14- year old pupils are condemned by the one- number juvenil 
Court of Patra, for an attack against the head- master (follower of New 
Demnocracy, the governing party), during the occupation of their school, in 
January, 1991. 

4- 7 - Attack with dynamite against the building of the revenue department. 
of P. Faliro (suburb of Pireas). Damages are caused at the front-door glasses 
and at the machines of a tax consulant' s office. 

4- 8 - The hunger- striker Ballis is marched off to the detention room of 
Patra' s Prisons. 

4- 9, 10 - Discussions are organized by leftists, lawyers, deputies of left 
parties in sight of the trial of K. Mazokopos, Kogiannis, Bergner and 
Bouketsides. 

4- 10 - The hunger- striker Ballis is led to the hospital. 

4- 10 - A march is organized in support to Ballis and Triadafilis, starting 
from the center’ of Thessaloniki. In the same frames, a concert takes place in 
the city of Patra. 

4- 11 - A discussion is organized by the leftists, in the old building of 
School of Philosophy of Thessaloniki, in support to Mazokopos, Kogiannis, 
Bergner and Bouketsides. 

4- 11 - A concert is realized in the frames of solidarity to the anarchist 
activist K. Mazokopos, against the state terrorism and against the defeatist 
atmosphere in Exarchia square (gathering place of anarchists and anti- 
authoritarians), by the Colaboration of Anarchist Groups and Individuals for 
Social Solidarity and Multiform Action. People cry catchwords and banners are 
hung out. 

4- 12 - An attack with molotovs takes action against the offices of New 
Democracy (the governing party) in Exarchia area. 

4- 13 - A discussion is organized, by the Colaboration of Anarchist Groups 
and Individuals for Social Solidarity and Multiform Action, in the Superior 
School of Economics of Athens (ASSOE), in support to K. Mazokopos and to the 
revolted people who were arrested in the events of October 24, 25, 1991. 

4- 13.- This day starts the trial of the 19 revolted people who were 
arrested after the demonstration- march of 10/24/91 and the invasion of MAT 
(order restoration forces) in the building of the Polytechnic School of 
Athens. 

4- 13 - Maria Koziri is acquitted. 

4- 14 - A solidarity manifestation 


> in support to K. Mazokopos, is 
organized by anarchists in Thessaloniki.

4- 14 - A concert, in support to Balis and Triadafilis, is realized in the 
Propylea of the university of Athens. 

4- 14 - The Colaboration of Anarchist Groups and Individuals for Social 
Solidarity and Multiform Action organizes*a demonstration in support to the 
social activist K. Mazokopos, in the Propylea of the university of Athens. The 
demonstration follows a march, towads the center of Athens. People express 
their abhorrence to the state and its institutions with vibration and with 
catchwords. f 

4- 14 - The organization “Social Resistance" takes the responsibility for 
the series of damages in the Polytechnic School of Athens. 

4- 14 - Dustmen- strikers occupy the rubbish dump of Ano Liossia. The 
problem of rubbish is choking. The state is about to mobilize the strikers. 

4 14, 15 - The tobacco- countrymen organize demonstrations which start 
roa Serres (north Greece) and spread in 15 other cities. Particularly, in two 
near Serres, the women occupy the town Hall. In Aetoloakarnania' s 
cture, the countrymen occupy the national road at the bridge of Acheloos 


< 15 - The trial of the social activist K. Mazokopos and of Kogiannis, 
r and Bouketsides starts today. They are all accused, according to the 
terrorist law, for the affair of Mavrikou st. (In 1/8/91 the anarchist 
st Kyriakos Mazokopos was wounded by the explosion of a detonator of a 
bomb and he lost his left hand and eye. After the accident he went to the 
hospital, where he was arrested. The cops discovered the place at Mavrikiou 
street -where the explosion happened- and they found guns and explosives). 

4- 15 - Mat and special forces attack the dustmen- strikers, in the rubbish 
Gump of Ano Liossia, using tear gas. The strikers respond with stones and 
small clashes occur. 

4- 15 - The mobilizations of the countrymen spread from the Island of Crete 
ith part of Greece) to Evros (north- east Greece). Though most of the 
zations are guided and are ful of peace, small clashes and occupations 
are not missing, like those in Nafplio city. The countrymen are mobilized for 
several reasons. Some for the oil, others for the tobacco, etc., against the 
approach of the state. The good example are the countrymen of Serres city who, 
having the countrywomen in the first line, try to occupy the Perfecture 
ng, clash with the MAT and the center of the city reminds for 40 minutes 
city of Seragevo. There are blessed from both sides (mostly countrywomen) 
i many damages in the Perfecture building, which remains blocked until late 
night. In addition, many public buildings and national road junctions, 
reBain blocked for two days with fires and barricades, like in Aspra Chomata 

of Messinia, in Tempi of Larissa, in Pilio, in Acheloos River (where the whole 
north- west Greece is blocked) etc. 

å- 15 - The group "Anti- state Solidarity" sets on fire an extravagant Land 
Rover jeep, in the peripheral street of Lykabetus hill. In a telephon to the 
newspapers they say: "The fight against the state and the patrons is 
mtinued". 

4- 17 - The strikers- workers in the cleaning section of municipalities 
occupy surprisingly the town hall of Athens, blocking its entrance. 

å- 20 - The strikers- dustmen realize a march towards the ministry of the 
interior, with the escort of rubbish- carts. Later, they symbilically surround 
or half an hour the prime minister Mitsotakis' villa in Glyfada suburb. 

å- 21 - “They are affraid of our dead comrades", declare the supporters of 
DEY- SOL, turkish political imigrants and they realize 1- day symbolic hunger- 
Sirike in the Propylea of the university of Athnes, in memory of 11 DEV- SOL 
Beabers, who were murdered from the anti- terrorist forces of the Turkish 
state, in 4/17/92, in Konstantinoupolis (Istambul). 

4- 22 - The strike of the dustmen comes to substantial end, as a result of 
the standed by the state strike- break mechanisms with Albanians, members of 
GNNED (organization of young people of New Democracy, the governing party), 

wt Mayors and private companies, with the escort of MAT and of undercover 
cops. Small incidents will take action for some days in big cities, between

strikers and state- mechanisms of removing rubbishes. But, in all cases, the 
syndicats, being clearly a state mechanism, guide the workers for one more 
time to the submission. . 4 

4- 22 - The 19 revolted people who were imprisoned for the events of 10/24, 
29/91 after the invasion of the MAT in the building of the Polytechnic School 
of Athens, are condemned to 10 -20 months in prison, by the Athens' three 
number court of Appeal. Those who are not condemned with suspension pay the 
price and set free. 

4- 22 - The prisoners of the 4rth ward (long- term convicts and drug- 
addicts) of Korydalos' Prisons have started hunger- stike since 4/ 18 and 
denounce an attack of the MAT on 4/ 20 from which one prisoner is wounded, two 
are marched off to isolation and 30 are moved to other prisons (according to a 
prisoner's letter the numbers are much bigger). 

4- 22 - Balis and Triadafilis are out on bail after a hunger- strike of 
many days. $ 

4- 29 - The anarchist group "Michalis Kaltezas" takes the responsibility 
for the attack with molotovs against the offices of PASOK (the socialist party 
of the oposition). They also said, in the telephon call, that the attack is 
"against the future governors". 


during the Spring: K. Malgaris, who fell 
from the 1st floor of a campus building and H. Mathioudakis who shot 
himself during his being on sentry- go in Didimoticho (frontiers). 


MAY '92. 


5- 1 - An anarchist demonstration is realized outside the building of the 

Polytechńic School of Athens, with a banner, in which it is written: 
"NO SLAVES NOR PATRONS, DOWN WITH THE STATE AND THE SALARIED SLAVERY", during 
the sanctioned demonstration and march -but beyond and out of it- organized by 
the .parties' guides and syndicalists. Texts are read, as well leaflets are 
distributed to the passing people and catchwords are written to the walls. 

5- 4 - A march starts from the Propylea of the University of Athens (center 
of Athens) as an “indication of solidarity to the revolted people of Los 
Angeles". The majority of people scatter to the four points of the horizon in 
the view of 4 platoons of MAT, which were following the march, when the 
glasses of the hotel "great Britain (big luxurious central hotel) fell. 

5- 4 - Molotovs against the bank "JEIS MANHATAN", across the Propylea of 
the University of Athens, by the "Anti-racist groups of Athens". 

5- 8 - A group of few, exemplary organiged, anarchists attacks 200 members 
of DAP (students' organization of New Democracy, the governing party), who are 
put to rout after they are pitilessly thrashed, during the Students’ Meeting 
of EFEE (Students' Union of Greece). Also, two members of ENEK (fascistoids), 
who were in the meeting are thrased, a flag is burnt but it is finally saved 
by the sosial- patriots of KNE- NAR (youth organization of the communist 
organization "New Leftist Wave") and, mostly, this bureaucratic meeting is 
destroyed and the Students' Meeting goes in the coffin. 

5- 9 - The anti-authoritarian group of Ilioupolis- Dafni (quarters of east 
Athens and the anti-authoritarians of N.Liossia realize a demonstration- 
concert “dedicated to the revolt of Los Angeles", with the band "OCHRA 
SPIROCHETI", in Iliouplis square. 

5- 10 - The prisoner Chr. Koumnelis commits suicide in Koridalos' prisons. 

5- 12 — In the trial of K. Mazokopos, the procedure of which continues, the 
anarchist Theodore Pissimissis, witness for the defence, gives the only 
remarkable and against the state declaration, concerning this affair and K. 
Mazokopos: “We, as anarchists, have some values, not to colaborate with the 
police. I would do the same thing like him". 

5- 13 - A 55 year old woman, mother of two kids, is manhandled because she 


did not have a ticket in a bus. The womman brings a charge against her 
torturers and simultaneusly is condemned to 7 months in prison by the court 
sitting all through the day to hear cases óf fragrant crimes. 

5- 16 - Hercules Mathioudakis, 19 years old, from a poor neighbourhood of 
Pireas, shoots himself in a sentry-box of the union, where he was doing his 
military service, in Didimoticho, a town near the frontiers. 

Also, E. Christophilopoulos is found dead, because of a car driven by a 
drunk army officer, in the camp where he was doing "his" military service. 

Finally, from the 25 soldiers of 256 TE (army union) the 20 are deferred 
for “disturbance to adupt", in 6 months. 

5- 19 - The anarchist B. Gounaris, who is a Highschool boy, is condemned to 
9 months in prison, by the court of Appeal, with the charge that he 
participated in the clashes which followed the Highscool children' s march of 
1/10/91. 

5 -25 - 40 countrymen are guided to the examing judge, with the accusation 
for participation in the incidents of 9/30/91 in Heraklio, Crete, which ended 
to the set of the Perfecture Building on fire. 

5- 26 - The anarchist Dimitris Voglis along with two other people are 
arrested in Thessaloniki, during a bill-stiking concerning the trial of Voglis 
in June 2, in Polygyros, Thessaloniki. The court sitting allthrough the day to 
hear cases of fragrant crimes condemns him to 7 months in prison, giving him 
the right of appeal. 

5- 28 - The Colaboration of Anarchist Groups and Individuals for Social 
Solidarity and Multiform Action along with the Anti-authoritarian Committee of 
Solidarity organize a demonstration in Strefi's Hill, quarter of Exaqrchia, in 
support to D. Voglis. The demonstration includes a projection of a movie about 
the "Black Panthers" and a concert. 

The anarchist D. Voglis is accused for participation in the group 
"Sleepless Anarchists", which had taken the responsibility for the arson of 
police cars, in March '90, in Thessaloniki. This accusation came out after a 
"confession", dateched with phalanx, of K. Andreadis, co- defendant of him for 
the same affair. Two years ago, they had made a 55-day hunger- strike because 
of their custody, concerning the seme affair and, after a number` of 
demonstrations in support to them, they were released. 

5- 29 - A demonstration, in support to D. Voglis., is organized in the 
center of Athens by the Colaboration of Anarchist Groups and Individuals for 
Social Solidarity and Multiform Action and the Anti-authoritarian Committee of 
Solidarity. 

The demonstration follows a march, starting from the Propylea of the 
University of Athens, with a banner in which is written: "SOLIDARITY TO ALL 
PEOPLE WHO FIGHT AGAINST THE STATE". The march ends infront of the building of 
the Polytechnic School. The people cry catchwords as: "Cups, Pigs, Murderers", 
“Freedom to Dimitris Voglis", "Violence against the violence of Authority", 
“No fascism, nor Democracy, Down the Statism, Long Live Anarchy", "In these 
streets, in this society, one day the revolt won't be a utopia". 

5- 30 - An open clash, with wounded people from both sides, between anti- 
authoritarian people and members of the extreme- right- fascist organization 
"Golden Dawn", ends with smaller clashes, in whioch 3 members of "Golden Dawn" 
are sent to the hospital. 

5- 30/31 - A:solidarity demonstration takes action in Thessaloniki, by the 
Solidarity Committee of Thessaliniki, with concerts and projection of films, 
in support to D. Voglis. 


Finally, in one of the many "working accidents", the majority of which 
is not even written by the bourgeois- newspapers, during May, one more 


worker, J. Vidalis, is found murdered, in the Repair Shipbuilding Zone 
of Perama. 


JUNE '92 P 

6- 2 - The trial of the anarchist D. Voglis, in the court of Polygyros, 
Thessaloniki, is postponed. 

6- 6 — A demonstration- march of "Undisciplined people" is organized by the 
Anti-authoritarians of N. Liossia, in N. Liossia, against the supressing 
methods of the cops, their continous threats and their effort to terrorize, 
which is dated back to February, 1990. 

6- 10 - Arson in the buildings of the ist, 3rd and 4th Gymnasiums and of 
the 2rd Highschool of Ampelokipi, Thessaloniki, with the use of gazoline and 
wad. 

6- 16 - The supporters of the organization DEV-SOL are gathered outside the 
Korydalos' Prisons and simoultaneously and start hunger-strike in the Propylea 
of the university of Athens, in order to express their solidarity to 7 Kurdish 
and Turkish refugees, who are doing hunger-strike from 6/7 and are accused for 
molotovs' throwing against the Turkish Consulate, during the day of Bush's 
visit in Greece (7/17/91). 

6- 17 - Using the tragical death of the worker Ag. Mougios in the industry 
of the Public Company of Electricity (AEH) in Keratsini, the Greek General 
Confederation of Labor (TZEE) of the patrons gives a few data, concerning the 
workers' murders, in which it acquiesces and it participates: "30,000 
accidents happened only during 1991, the 100 of which were mortal". 

6- 18 — EFEE (EEE), the Students' Union of Greece, organizes a march of 
2,500 people, starting from the Propylea of the University of Athens, with 
party catchwords, dull and funnytime,'as usual. After the end of the march a 
small group of anarchists attacks the Bank of Crete and the Scotia Bank with 
stones and molotovs. 

6- 23 - A. Loukopoulos, 19 years old, from Brachami, a quarter of Athens, 
commits suicide with his army gun, during his military service. 

6 -25 - A 49 year-old trader shoots a 13 year-old kid because he aproached 
his mercedes and he made him afraid of his property. 

6- 26 - The anarchist group "Michalis Kaltezas"' takes the responsibility 
for the arson, with molotovs, of the offices of PASOK (the first of the 
opposition parties) in N. Smirni (Athens' quarter). 

6- 28 - An army cadet executes “by mistake" the soldier P. Balzakis in 
Xyropotamos. 

M. Stamatiades "commits suicide" in the senrty—-box, ina radar-union, where 
he was doing his military service. 

B. Aroniades “commits suicide" in an amunition dump of Farssala, (central 
Greece), where he was doing his military service. 

6 -29 - Attack with molotovs in the offices of PASOK (the first of the 
opposition parties), in Peristeri (quarter of Athens). 


-30 - The social activist Kyriakos Mazokopos is condemned, by the 
jury after a 2 1/2 months of trial, to 17 years in prison. His 
co-defendants Kogiannis, Bergner, Bouketsides, are found innocent, as 
expected. 


JULY '92 


7- 1 - Several demonstrations and protestations take action in the city of 
Volos (central Greece), because of the trial of the murderer Kalabokas. 

7- 6 - Attack, with molotovs, from the “Organization Revolutionary 
Overthrow" against the offices of ELTA (Greek Post-Offices) in Kessariani, a 
quarter of Athens. 

7- 6 - The Palestinians, who are accused for the explosion, which happened 


in April '91 in the city of Patra and were followed with the death of 7 
people, who were in the building of AIR COURIER SERVICES, are going on trial 
in Korydalos' Prisons and under extraordinary police security measures. 
According to a Palestinian's charge, the explosion was caused by people of 
MOSAD, who had already entrapped him. One of the killed people was the 
secretary of the Palestinian students in Patra. 

The results of the trial are: 2 people are condemned to life inprisonment, 
3 people are found innocent and the rest 4 are condemned to 3.5 to 9.5 years 
in prison. 

7- 11 - Three molotovs against the ELTA (Greek Post-Offices) of the quarter 
of Exarchia, from the anarchist group "Wolfs of Exarchia", as "a mark of 
protest for the release of the fascist- murderer Kalabokas". 

7- 15 - The relatives of the murdered prof. N. Teboneras (1/8/91) realize a 
symbolic hunger- strike, outside the court building of Volos, where, for a 
month and with several manoeuvres, the trial of Kalabokas and of other 
fascistoids and ONNED people (Organization of young "people" of "New 
Democracy", the leading party) is postponed over and over again. 

7- 19 - An explosion in an oil rafinement union of -EKO, because of "bad 
funcion", wounds a foreman and a laborer. 

7- 20 - Three deputies of New Democracy (the governing party), undertake 
the defence of the "brilliant young man" murderer Kalabokas. 

7- 20 - The anarchist N. Papadimitriou, 19 years old, from Athens, commits 
suicide, few hours before his presentation to the army union for his military 
service, in the hotel where he was passing the night. This is his last effort 
to resist against the army and the military service which he had to start this 
day, in the city of Kilkis (north of Greece). A poster is been stick up by his 
comrades: “THE ARMY-STATE MURDERS ARE NOT SOLDIERS' SUICIDES. 

THE ANARCHIST NIKOS PAPADIMITRIOU IS MURDERED 
by the institutions-killers of the state, because 
he did not want to serve them and those which he hated and was 
always fighting against. 
NIKOS DID NOT GO TO THE ARMY... 
Few hours before he passes the door of the galley called camp, 
he broke the ring,-put up one more barricade and he fell, 
denying to yield. 
AT THE SAME TIME THE SOVEREIGNS SCATTER DEATH 
WITH THE DOMINATING WARS. 
THE GAME WITH PEOPLE'S CONSCIOUSNESS AND LIFE 
WON'T LAST FOR EVER. 
STRUGGLE AGAINST THE ARMY AND THE STATE 


7- 22 - The workers in EAS (Public Transportation Company) start strike 
because of the dismissal of 1,200 of them, with symbolic occupation of the 
Direction Building of the company, in Acharnon st. (center of Athens). 

This strike, though decided by parts of state sovereignity, is one of those 
which have dynamic characteristics, during the last 15 years in Greece. 

During the next two month mobilizations, there will be clashes with the 
MAT, with the strike- breakers, the bus owners, kicks to a minister, disarm of 
undercover cops, breaks of buses, burnings of ticket- offices, and mostly a 
revolting situation and a dynamic clash for 5- 6 hours, around the cach house 
of Votanikos, of EAS's workers and other people against the repressive forces. 
From the side of the state there wiil be be used every possible mean and 
mechanism, In order to confront the uncontrolled characteristics, which, 
sometimes are the leading ones during these mobilizations : army, thousands of 
cops aand undercover cops, judicial prosecutions, arrests, imprisonments ect. 

By the first days of the mobilizations many efforts took action, from the 
Anarchist Coil and from other anarchists too, for the revolting- clashing 
characteristics of some parts of the workers to be set off, in the basis of 
the spread of social struggle. Those efforts of social intervention came into 


being in the clashes of August 21, in Votanikos quarter. 

7- 22 - Farmers. occupate fer one day, with tractors, the railway station of 
St. Dimitrios in Levadia (pass for traing to Athens- Thessaloniki- broad) and 
block the national roads of Athens- Thassaloniki, protesting for the lack of 
water, which leaded to the destruction of their production. At 9.00pm and when 
9 trains are blocked, 4 platoons of MAT and one prosecutor undertake to 
restore the "order". After some clashes of short duration between the MAT and 
the farmers, two arrests of farmers are made. 

7- 22 - Christos Bafas, 20 years old, commits suicide in the "Pentagon" 
where he was doing his military service in the Air Force. 

7- 23 - The workers in EAS realize a big march from Sporting (an athletic 
center 5- 6 km from the center of Athens), where they were having a meeting, 
to the Parliament (center of Athens). Some petty incidents are created, during 
the march, with "indignant citizens" (iaxi- drivers ect). 

7- 24 - P. Karanikas, 30 years old, is found dead in the prison of the 
Police Department of Chania, Crete, because of tranquilizers. 

7- 26 - An attempted escape of 8 people from Korydalos' Prisons creates 
fear to the state (8 platoons of MAT are sent) and the spirit to revolt to the 
prisoners. They light fires, throw stones to the gaolers ect. A gaoler- pig 
shoots and wounds a Turkish prisoner who was playing a leading part in the 
attempted escape. "The order is restored" late at night. 

7- 28 - After a meeting in the "Acropol" theater (center of Athens) the 
strikers of EAS realize a march towards the Parliament. 

The strike- break mechanisms are already set by the state and the 
transportation in Athens is realized with army buses and tracks. There are 
also threats for prosecutions concerning several sabotages and damages in the 
cautch- houses ( the state uses this as an excuse in order to make the first 
dismissals and prosecutions). The Anerchist Coil distributes a leaflet with 
the title : "LET' S NOT LIVE THE STATE TO IMPOSE". 

7- 28 - N. Sionides tries to commit suicide, during the time of being on 
sentry- go, in the union of St. Andreas where he is doing his military 
service. 

7- 30 - TZEE (Greek General Confederation of Labor) and the other 
syndicalist vehicles realize a big demonstration, calling people from all over 
Attica perfecture, in the basis of controlling and guiding- repression of EAS' 
smobilization and not at all for "support" to the strikers, as the heads of 
state- syndicalism say. - š
